State enforcem ent of prohibition in 
Ohio under provisions t f the Crabbe 
act virtually was in the state of com­ 
plete breakdown Tuesday night. 
Two adverse devisions 
by 
higher 
courts coupled with the recent deci­ 
sion of the United 
States 
suprem e 
court, completed the death blow to en­ 
forcement by fee-splitting m ay ors and 
justices of the peace, who have waxed 
rich from their share of fines collect­ 
ed from violators. 


The last death knell of fee-splitters 
was run out Tuesday by Judge Lewis 
P>. Houck, fifth district court of ap­ 
peals, sitting at Mt. Vernon, Ohio, 
who, in a decision more farsearching 
than th at of the United S tates su­ 
preme court, held that justice courts, 
where fees are received only in event 
of convictions are null, void and un­ 
constitutional. 


And while Judge Houck was put­ 
ting the finishing touches upon the 
justice courts, 
the Ohio 
suprem e 
court paved the way to em pty jails of "^one 
insolvency . 
Refusal of 
the courts to 
review the lower 
tribunal 
virtually 
am ounts to an affirmative decision. 


When the Cleveland case was called 
Charles M. E arh eart, counsel for the 
Anti-Saloon 
League, 
filed 
a brief, 
amicus 
curiae, protesting 
violently 
against any decision that would allow 
the ruling of the lower court to ob­ 
tain. 


Under the ruling, 
prisoners

v/ill be perm itted to appear before t h e : 
federal commissioner in bankruptcy , j

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PURE BREEDING NEXT STOP 
BY OHIO POÜLTRYMEN 
Breeding will b e the next step in 
the development and improvement of 
Ohio’s poultry , according to E. L. Da- 
kin, head of the husb andry department 
of Ohio State 
university . 
Breeding 
follows the 
adoption 
of successful 
methods of feeding, housing and man­ 
agement, Dakin said. 
Blood tells in poultry as well as in 
livestock, according to Dakin. A male 
b ird on the university ’s poultry farm 
had twenty -four daughters that laid 
200 or more eggs in one y ear. 
Two 
of them reached 300 eggs in one y ear. 
In an 
adjoining pen, Dakin 
said, 
there was a male mated to b etter pro­ 
ducing hens. 
There were only five 
200 egg producing 
daughters 
from 
this pen. 
Both pens had the same 
care. 
These records were made un­ 
der good poultry farming conditions. 
There was no pampering to get these 
egg records. 
At no additional cost 
of housing and feeding, the standard 
of a flock may b e raised b y b reeding 
and selection from 120 eggs per hen 
in one y ear, Professor Dakin b elieves.
